I’m gay, says England cricketer 


FORMER Kidderminster 
wicketkeeper Steven 
Davies has revealed that 
he is gay. 

The England player - who 
was part of the recent Ashes- 
winning tour — said his deci¬ 
sion to come out was a 
“massive relief’ and has been 
backed by current Worcester¬ 
shire star Vikram Solanki, 


chairman of the Professional 
Cricketers’ Association. 

The 24-year-old, who began 
his career at Victoria Carpets 
CC under the tutelage of coach 
Rob Wood, will be supported by 
England chief Andy Flower. 

Davies said: “I’m comfort¬ 
able with who I am - and 
happy to say who I am in 
public. 

“To speak out is a massive 


relief for me but if I can just 
help one person to deal with 
their sexuality then that’s all I 
care about.” 

Davies, formerly with 
Worcestershire but now 
playing for Surrey, told the 
Daily Telegraph that he had 
come out to his family five 
years ago and received their 
full support. 

He confided in his England 


colleagues when called up for 
the Ashes tour and praised 
their wonderful support, par¬ 
ticularly fellow keeper Matt 
Prior and skipper Andrew 
Strauss. 

Davies is thought to be the 
first current cricket profes¬ 
sional to make the declara¬ 
tion — an indicator of how 
difficult it can be for sports 
stars.

He was inspired by rugby 
player Gareth Thomas, who 
came out two years ago. 

Solanki said: “Steve has the 
full support of all his col¬ 
leagues in cricket. 

“Many of those Steve plays 
with and against have known 
about this for some time and 
none of them regard it as any¬ 
thing other than an entirely 
personal matter.”

WASTE BURNER 
GETS GO-AHEAD 


Turbine plan 
looks set to 
gain approval 

A 60FT-HIGH wind turbine is planned for a 
farm near Kidderminster despite objections 
from residents living nearby. 

The turbine would be used to generate electricity 
at Gorst Hill Farm, in Rock. 

Plans have been submitted to Wyre Forest District 
Council. The scheme has been recommended for 
approval after consultation. 

Six people have objected, saying it would spoil the 
rural scene. Others are worried about noise, and 
that it could affect wildlife. 

But Natural England, the Ramblers Association 
and Worcestershire Wildlife Trust have not objected. 

Generate 

District council officers say the turbine will gener¬ 
ate about 31,000 kilowatt hours every year. Con¬ 
sumption on the farm is about 21,500kWh per year. 
The rest would be exported to the National Grid. 

Officers say the nearest important bird area is 40 
miles away and the turbine would be away from bat 
habitats. The scheme will be discussed by the 
council’s planning committee on March 8. 

In a report, planner Julia Mellor says: “The 
turbine would be clearly seen from the west, south 
and east...it is considered the benefits of this devel¬ 
opment would outweigh the limited harm to the 
landscape.” 


A CONTROVERSIAL 
£120million incinera¬ 
tor for Hartlebury has 
been given the go-ahead at a 
tense planning meeting. 

Councillors passed the scheme 
for Hartlebury Trading Estate 
unanimously. 

Protesters at a packed County Hall 
in Worcester let out a cry when the 
decision was revealed on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The county council verdict will now go to 
the Secretary of State who will choose 
whether to call it in or leave it in the hands 
of the local authority. 

Protesters from Wail (Worcestershire 
residents Against Incineration and Land¬ 
fill) are now planning to contact the Secre¬ 
tary of State to argue their case. They will 
also make representations to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency which has issued a draft envi¬ 
ronmental permit for the site and is minded 
to grant a full one. 

ARGUMENTS 

Chairman Ray Kirby said afterwards: 
“We are by no means giving up.” 

But Mercia Waste Management director 
John Plant said the plant would be “hugely 
beneficial” and the firm would continue to 
work with neighbours. 

Four objectors stood forward to present 
their arguments at the planning meeting, 
including Lindsay Welsh, of Elmley Wood. 

“It’s hard to imagine the impact this 
structure will have upon the landscape,” 
she said. “All who live in the vicinity will be 
condemned to live with this building and 
my greatest fear is the dangers that lie 
within it.

Mercia, I still believe there are better solu¬ 
tions. This is the 21st century and to me 
this is a dinosaur of a project.” 

Mr Kirby, who has led the protest group 
since the application was first made last 
April, said: “We urge you to reconsider your 
decision. The visual impact this project will 
have will be enormous and demeaning to 
the whole county. There are better alterna¬ 
tives. We cannot afford to have an extra 
3,170 tonnes of C02 in the area.” 

After the meeting Mr Kirby said: Gt’s 
hard to put into words how I feel. I am very 
disappointed with how the meeting went. 

“We had strict instructions on what we 
could say, but the questioning we received 
was totally irrelevant. We will send a letter 
to the Secretary of State as soon as possible 
and we will now also address issues of 
finance and the environmental permit.” 


Putting the case in favour were Mercia 
Waste Management director John Plant 
and planning advisor Nick Roberts. 

Mr Plant said: “EnviRecover is an oppor¬ 
tunity to recover value from waste that 
would otherwise be lost in landfill. 

“It is a sustainable solution for regenera¬ 
tion and growth. The project has been eval¬ 
uated by professional officers and a number 
of statutory technical consultees who have 
submitted no objections. 

“We can 100 per cent say noise levels will 
be low and residents will not experience 
disruption as is currently heard from the 
brick factory. Waste will be tipped into an 
enclosed hall which will be maintained 
within the building and burnt to ensure 
there is no odour.” 

RELIEVED 

Mr Plant added afterwards: “I am 
relieved because we have worked long and 
hard to make this project happen. 

“Although I understand the people’s con¬ 
cerns, this is a hugely beneficial project. 

“We still have a long way to go but we 
have, and always will, ensure that we work 
with all of our neighbours.” 

Councillor Maurice Broomfield, who has 
backed the protesters, told the meeting: G 
have previously visited three incinerators 
across the country and they are hugely dis¬ 
ruptive and smelly.” 

The waste management facility is 
expected to treat 200,000 tonnes of waste 
each year. Protesters wrote 717 letters of 
objection and 2,389 signatures were 
received in two petitions against the devel¬ 
opment. If the decision is approved by the 
Secretary of State, work on the project 
should be complete by summer 2014.

AN AMERICAN MILLIONAIRE who killed his wife in a 
ferocious and sustained knife attack outside their luxury 
home in Worcestershire has been jailed for at least 16 years. 

Harold Landry, who will be 79 by the time he can be considered 
for parole, was found guilty of murdering his wife Lucy by a jury 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. 

Jailing him for life, Mr Justice Foskett said the attack on Mrs Landry at 
their home near Pershore had been “unspeakable and unforgiveable”. 

The jury took less than four hours to bring in a unanimous conviction

Following the guilty verdict it 
emerged that Landry had been con¬ 
victed of aggravated battery but 
cleared of attempted murder after 
shooting a love rival in Louisiana in 
1994. He shot the husband of a lover 
and was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

Landry told the murder trial he 
could not remember inflicting 23 
stab wounds on his wife at their 
home near Pershore. 

Hedge 

The jury heard that Mrs Landry, 
who met her husband on an internet 
site, was left to die in a hedge beside 
her home on the upmarket Besford 
Court estate on February 1 last 
year. 

The trial was told she had begun 
an affair with a school friend with 
whom she had resumed contact on 
Facebook. Landry had denied 
murder but admitted manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

After the trial, Det Sgt Natalie 
Jones, of West Mercia Police, said: 
“Lucy was not the only victim of this 
crime. Her family are also victims 
who suffered and are still suffering 
now.”

Restaurant plan at Wharf 


A RESTAURANT and outside seating 
area will be built at a shopping arcade 
in the heart of Kidderminster if plan¬ 
ners approve. 

Henderson Global Investors wants 
to build the single-storey structure at 
Weavers Wharf, in Kidderminster, to 
replace existing public seating.

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Random 
testing 
at hotel

HYUNDAhIO 


KWMW ‘UBSU’ 


Small, but no lightweight 


F or all the doom and gloom 
of 2010, one car brand 
shone extra bright: 
Hyundai. 

Although it’s happy to acknowl¬ 
edge that the Government’s 
scrappage scheme played its 
part, it does help if you have the 
right product in the first place. 

Post-scrappage the company is still 
doing great business, and nowhere is 
this more obvious than with the il 0. 

It feels like an age away since 
buyers were prepared to wait months 
for the diminutive hatchback, but they 
all knew what they were doing. 

And, just to prove that you can’t 
afford to stand still in this business, 
Hyundai has given the already suc¬ 
cessful il 0 hatchback a mild refresh in 
a bid to keep it ahead of the pack. 

Nose 

Cosmetically the il 0 benefits from 
Hyundai’s new family nose. This 
design theme is already present on the 
larger ix35, and is set to be the norm 
on future models. On the mechanical 
front the car’s 1.2-litre petrol motor is 
now cleaner, more efficient and more 
powerful. Also, replacing the 1.1-litre 
unit is a new three-cylinder, 68bhp 1.0- 
litre engine. This forms the basis of 
Hyundai’s eco-centric il 0 Blue variant. 

This high-tech three-cylinder engine 
achieves an impressive 67.3mpg on 
the combined cycle and boasts a con¬ 
gestion charge and VED-friendly 
99g/km C02 rating. 

Even if you don’t live in or plan on

making regular trips to London to 
offset the Blue variant’s slightly higher 
price, the 85bhp 1.2 unit delivers 
61.4mpg and an equally impressive 
108g/km C02 rating. Engine stop- 
start technology is also thrown in. 

The il 0 is a refreshing surprise in an 
incredibly competitive market. What 
makes it special is Hyundai’s decision 
to treat its mini model as something 
bigger. You only have to look around 
the car’s cabin to realise that you can 
leave your hair shirt at home. 

You want air conditioning? No 
problem. Electric front windows? 


Absolutely. Somewhere to plug in 
your MP3 player? You bet. This is 
what the il 0 is really like - anything 
but a budget runabout - and it’s one 
of the reasons why buyers flocked to 
the outgoing model in their droves. 

It might appear no larger than most 
other cars but appearances are 
deceptive. The il 0 is easily able to 
accommodate four adults. Substitute 
two of the grown-ups for children and 
you could be looking at your first 
family car. 

The il 0 is also more capable on the 
road than you might think. With its 


direct and accurate steering, supple 
ride and refined cabin, it would appear 
that compromise has been ripped out 
of Hyundai’s corporate dictionary. 

With its eager hum and refined char¬ 
acter, the 1.2-litre il 0 is more than 
capable of keeping up with the rush 
hour traffic and never feels out of 
place on the motorway. 

There’s no question that the 
engine’s added oomph and the slick 
five-sped manual gearbox helps. A 
four-speed auto is also available for 
the 1.2 variant. 

Cousin 

The il 0 Blue isn’t far behind, either. 
It gets by with less power but the 
three-pot motor’s willingness easily 
outweighs any on paper deficiencies. 

The il 0 Blue is more of a city car 
than its more powerful four-cylinder 
cousin, but never feels out of puff out 
of the city limits. 

The il 0 is a good car. That it comes 
equipped more like an entry-level 
family hatch is a bonus. Add the five- 
year warranty and it’s clear that this 
il 0 is no lightweight.
